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DETAILED ACTION 

Remarks 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the 
fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or 
after an Office action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 
(Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since this application is eligible for continued examination 
under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely 
paid, prosecution in this application has been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 1 1/09/2010 has been entered. 

Accordingly, claims 27-62 are currently presented while claims 27-37, 39 
and 45-59 have been withdrawn as shown in the amended claims. 

Specification 

The specification has been checked to the extent necessary to determine 
the presence of all possible minor errors. However, the applicant's cooperation is 
requested in correcting any errors of which applicant may become aware in the 
specification. 
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Drawings 

1. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must 
show every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the lamp 
operating device, receiving and interpreting the at least one command from 
the central control unit and the lamp operating device is constructed to 
operate the lamp independently based on both operational mode selected 
and at least one command received from a local control unit must be 
shown or the features canceled from the claims 40, 61 and 62. No new 
matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121 (d) are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. 
Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures 
appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is 
being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not 
be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate 
figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the 
remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the 
brief description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional 
replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining 
figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must 
be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" 
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pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121 (d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the 
next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 1 12 



2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process 
of making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled 
in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same 
and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. claims 40, 61 and 62 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable 
one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly 
connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

4. Claims 40, 61 and 62, recitation of "the lamp operating device, 
receiving and interpreting the at least one command from the central 
control unit and the lamp operating device is constructed to operate the 
lamp independently based on both operational mode selected and at least 
one command received from a local control unit" is not described fully in 
the specification in order to support the lamp operated independently 
based on the operational mode selected by the central control unit and a 
command from a local control unit. 

5. Claims 41 -44 are rejected due to their virtual dependency on the defective 



claim 40. 
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Correction made to claim 40 would also alleviate unclearness toward claims 41- 
44 as well. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 



6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this 
Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in 
the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 
1 22(b), by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or 
(2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before 
the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under 
the treaty defined in section 351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an 
application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21 (2) of such treaty in the English language. 



7. Claims 38, 40-44, 61 and 62 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
participated by Giannopoulos et al. (US Pub. 2006/0049935). 

Giannopoulos discloses a lamp operating device (Fig. 1) constructed to 
operate a lamp, the lamp operating device being operable in one of a plurality of 
selectable operational modes ([0021]), wherein the lamp operating device is 
constructed to receive a selection of the operational mode provided by a central 
control unit (CM), and wherein the lamp operating device is also constructed to 
interpret at least one command provided by a local control unit (LCM), wherein 
the interpretation of the command provided by the local control unit is based on 
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the operational mode selected by the central control unit, to control the lamp, 
wherein the selection of the operational mode for the lamp operating device 
includes transmitting an external control command from the central control unit 
([0020]), wherein at least one of the operational modes of the lamp operating 
device makes possible a dimming of the lamp ([0028]) and wherein operating the 
lamp operating device operates the lamp in accordance with a base function 
when no operational mode, as normal mode, has been selected when an 
associated mode is not activated ([0042], [0044]).
